A TRAIN HELD UP. 


•talked M«n Board the Car* and Open 


Safes With Dynainit*. 


San Antonio, Tex., May 15.—The west 


bound Southern Pacific passenger train 
was held up by masked men and robbed 
about 250 mites west of here. As the 
train pulled out of the little town of 
Liozier three men jumped aboard, and 
pointing uistols at the engineer and 
fireman compelled the former to stop 
th*1 train about a mile and a half west 
of the town. After forcing1 the doors 
of the express car one of the robbers 
entered the car and dynamited the two 
safes of the Wells Fargo Express com- 
pany.
